Pilate was a misfit as procurator of 
Judea. The javelinman (as his name 
may signify) kept hurling his darts 
at hierarchy and people. He brought 
the Roman eagles into Jerusalem, 
hung shields, dedicated^ to Tiberius' 
there, took money outof the temple 
treasury to build an aqueduct, all in 
defiance oi the religious scruples of 
the populace. 
He mingled the blood 


of the Galileans with that of their 
sacrifices. The Jews had already ap- 
pealed to Caesar, and not unsuccess- 
fully, against this tyranny. . . . Un- 
der circumstances ' like these Pilate 
had come up to keep the peace dur- 
ing 
the 
passover 
week. Imagine, 


then, his feelings when, tae-feast 'be- 
ing at its height and the city cram- 
med to its -utmost capacity, with a 
heterogeneous 
throng 
from 
every 
quarter, there appeared at the portal 
of his palace a mob headed by the 
high priest, and all worked to the 
highest pitch of religious frenzy. 
It 
was aggravating to the last degree. 
Yet fear of another appeal to Rome, 
whose fixed policy was the concili- 
ation of the province, required at this 
juncture that these 
imperious pe- 
titioners should not be driven unheard 
from the judgment seat 
Pilate 
makes, with ill-grace, his first conces- 
sion. .The Jews will not enter the 
judgment hall for fear of ceremonial 
defilment.
